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WATER! WATER! 


Uxrzss the water companies that supply the nietro- 
polis are able, like the gas companies, to defy public 
opinion, and resist by sheer dogged determination 
the provisions of an Act of Parliament, we shall 
shortly be as well off as some other large towns in 
England. It will even be possible to have a bath 
every morning, and we shall actually suffer no longer 
on Sundays from a scarcity of the means of washing 
our hands and faces, while even Monday's launáry 
work will not have to be put off till the turncock can 
bring himself to let the precious fluid run into our 
cisterns till they are about half full. In Glasgow, in 
Manchester, and now in some other large towns, all 
the new houses, even those at a comparatively low 
rent, are furnished with baths, which become a prime 
adjunct of the family where there is a constant water 
supply. In London, on the contrary, the addition of 
“а bath-room with water laid оп” is an exceptional 
piece of liberality on the part of the builder which 
ensures immediate attention, even though the water 
is to be derived from a small and not always available 
cistern somewhere in a dusty corner under the leads. 
The supply of pure water, uncontaminated by the 
muddy füngous deposit that collects about a cisterh, 
which is generally placed in & dark, inaccessible 
corner, is essential to the health of temperate families, 
who like tea and coffee, aud only occasionally mix their 
liquors by the addition of alcohol—which itself only 
disguises and does not remedy the foul “tap” of 
the ordinary supply cistern, and the frequent if not 
the daily use of the clean water bath is another 
practice which should be regarded as a prime neces- 
sity, especially for children, Hitherto, even in many 
houses at high rentals, these have been almost unat- 
tainable luxuries, and the public health has suffered 
from the want of them. Now we are told to expect 
that every house in the metropolis—yeg, even in the 
courts and alleys of Shoreditch, Hoxton, and Bethnal- 
green—is to be supplied constantly and at a pressure 
that will carry the supply to the top of the very 
highest dwelling. Is it not too good news to be 
altogether true? The Act of Parliament passed by 
the House of Lords at the end of the last week de- 
clares that it shall be done within eight months wpon 
the requisition of certain municipal and local autho- 
rities. These authorities are the Corporation of 
London, the Metropolitan Board of Works, and 
certain local boards and vestries, so we have only to 
put in practice a series of operations similar to those 
of the old nursery legends and the fire of popular 
opinion will burn the official sticks into sufficient 
activity to cause them to beat the dogs, who will at 
once begin to bite the pigs, and, obstinate as they 
are, prevent them from breaking through the ** Metro 
polis Water Bill" leaving us to grub on in the stye 
that they have so long refused to help us to cleanse, 


THE WAY TO PROPAGATE DISEASE. 


Wandsworth is a suburb of London where the 
nhabitants have reason to complain of the amount 
of the rate levied for the relief of the poor, and where 
the “local authorities” are, we have heard, in the 
habit of insisting on the payment of what they con- 
sider are the district dues for sanitary purposes.

ANONYMOUS BENEVOLENCE, 


Most of the readers of newspaper paragraphs raust 
have noticed the records of acts of great munificence 
on the part of three or four benevolent persons who 
have from time to time contributed sums of £1000 to 
various useful and necessitous charitable institutions. 
16 is an admirable example in days when such insti- 
tutions publish books containing long lists of sub- 
scribers, and donors of a guinea at an anniversary 
dinner expect to have their names and addresses 
fully displayed in type after being read aloud by the 
secretary and received with the usual post-prandial 
applause. The sort of charitable emulation fre- 
quently aroused by the names of benefactors being 
kuown to others Who may follow their example be- 
cause they believe in their discrimination is doubtless 
of great advantage, but oné canhot help admiring 
the courage that can give without seeking the grosser 
return of personal acknowledgment; that ean find 
its reward in the exquisite luxury of having dis- 
pensed the good things of God, and raised an emotion 
all the purer from its not-having been in danger of 
the sullying influence of expected thanks and exacted 
gratitude, 

The week closed well by an announcement of one 
of these loving gifts to an institution, the claims of 
which we have already advocated in these columns, 
the Alexandra Orphanage for Infants, at Hornsey- 
rise. Most opportunely the thousand pounds comes 
to help this baby colony at a time that it is strug- 
gling through great difficulties because of the cost of 
building the pretty liliputian village where the 
infant orphans live and are taught and tended. It 
will give the supporters of the charity breathing time 
to organise their plan for getting all the good work 
done which they had promised themselves should be 
undertaken within the walls of the cottages that lie 
on the breezy hill-side near Highgate. Since the 
charity wae founded, in 1864, a hundred and forty- 
віх infant children have been received, and a hundred 
and éighteen now remain under its care. It is 
of no little importance to know also that every child 
whohas left the orphanage, because of having reached 
the age beyond which he or she cannot by the rules 
be retained, has been provided for either by friends 
or by obtaining admission to some kindred institu- 
tion—notably to the Orphan Working School, which 
is associated, through its committee, with the more 
recent charity for infants. 

The establishment began in a moderate-sized 
dwelling-house which was provided (rent free) for 
the purpose; but the little inmates soon became 
too numerous for its dormitories and dining-room, 
and at a public meeting the governors determined to 
erect a worthy and suitable building where 400 
children might eventually be received in the series of 
converted cottages which form the picturesque in- 
closed village, named after its first patroness the 
Princess of Wales. ‘Three or four cottages were 
wholly or partially subscribed for by different friends 
of the charity, who gave them special names, others 
are not yet inhabited, and the entire building is not 
yet completed. Only 200 instead of 400 children can 
at present be received because of the want of suf- 
ficient funds. Building is expensive, and the exi- 
gency of the debt due on the infant village has 
pressed heavily on the committee, who now propose 
that fifty friends of the institution shall each under- 
take, by a separate effort, to collect or contribute 
25 gs. a year for four years, beginning on Jan. 1 next. 
The committee themselves are willing to undertake a 
similar responsibility on thè condition that at least 
fifty subscriptions to this amount shall be obtained 
by the date mentioned, and above twenty names are 
already set down for the work.

THE LONDON SCHOOL BOARD. 

ACTIVE PUBLIC MEN like Professor Huxley and 
Mr. Charles Reed, M.P., do not sit at the London 
School Board for nothing.

THE STOWMARKET EXPLOSION. 

Mr. Eustace Prentice, managing director of the 
Patent Safety Gun-Cotton Company (Limited), has 
returned to Enziand, and will preseut himself for 
examination at the adjourned inquest on the bodies 
of the victims of the late explosion at the company’s 
works at Stowmarket, Suffolk, Тһе subscription 
opened for the relief of the sufferers now exceeds 
£1200. In connection with the death of Oliver 
Canham, one of the persons killed, it is curious to 
note that he was injured at the explosion which 
occurred on the company’s works four or five years 
since, and thaton that occasion he barely escaped 
with life. After the first explosion on the 11th inst, 
he went down to the works to look after his son, who 
was one of the workpeople. He had hardly reached 
the scene of the disaster when the second explosion 
occurred and terminated his existence. Colonel 
Younghusband, superintendent of the Royal Gun- 
powder Works at Waltham Abbey, stated at the 
inquest that if Mr. Prentice had left the boxes alone 
there would possibly have been no second explosion, 
which he believed was to be attributed to the jar 
caused by the handling of the heated boxes. The 
first explosion could not have been caused by simple 
accidental ignition. He thought further experiments 
were now necessary previous to the storing of gun- 
cotton in large quantities. 


CHILD-MURDER AND SUICIDE OF A LADY, 

A child was last week found in a drain near the 
Kingsland Rectory, four miles from Leominster. An 
"quest was held and adjourned, in order that the 
police might make inquiries. These resulted in 
attaching suspicions to the inmates of the rectory. 
At length, a Miss Fanny Goss, sister to the Rector, 
was suspected; and as that lady was, on Sunday, 
leaving for Barrow-in-Furness on a visit, she was 
reqnested to remain. Returning to her room, she 
obtained a razor, with which she inflicted four wounds 
on her left arm, which occasioned death. The young 
lady has been in a desponding state for some time. 
She is twenty-three years of age.

even in this seeming essentially domestic matter 
Bismarck must, it appears, have his say. A rumour 
comes from Paris that the evacuation of France by 
the German troops has been suspended by Prince 
Bismarck, on the ground that if M. Thiers be forced 
to resign difficulties may be raised by the new 
Government. Whether this statement be true or not, 
such & contingency has formed the subject of specu- 
lation, and the German Correspondent throws some 
light on the causes which were likely to render such 
a course inevitable. It complains that in the sup- 
plementary negotiations at Frankfort French states- 
men demand everything nnd offer nothing in return. 
They ask for increased facilities for payment of the 
indemnity, and at the same time claim that the 
burden of foreign occupation shall be lightened ; but 
when Germany has a proposal to make, even if it 
only seeks to obtain some trifling concessionin favour 
of Alsatian industry, '* the representatives of France 
turn in vain to their instructions, which on this point 
are altogether silent," The Correspondent hints at 
the probable suspension of the negotiations, and de- 
clares that before resuming them Germany will wait 
until the representatives of France are disposed to 
acknowledge that no understanding can be attained 
while France claims, but is indisposed to yield, 
concessions. 


ONE EXEMPLARY COMMUNIST 
has at least obtained sympathy rather than con- 
demnation at the Versailles trial, which still con- 
tinues, 
A TOUCHING HISTORY, 
&nd one which drew tears from many eyes, is that of 
the prisoner Clement. Heis a journeyman dyer, and 
for three years before the Commune was foreman to 
а master, a most respectable and intelligent man, 
who gave evidence in his favour. This master, Hallu 
by name, said that when the Prussian bombs fell in 
the Vaugirard quarter, where he lived, all his work- 
men left him but Clement. He helped him to take 
his property down to the cellar, and slept in the cellar 
with him. He should feel eternally grateful to him 
forit. One day Clement said there was no good 
wine for the wounded in the hospital hard by, and he 
begged to be allowed, out of his wages, to pay for 
six bottles out of his master's cellar. The master 
took his money, and made up the dozen as a contri- 
bution. Three weeks after Clement was elected to 
the Commune, and Mayor of the 15th Arrondisse- 
ment, he called upon his old master and dined with 
him. Conversation naturally turning upon the Com- 
mune, Clement said, ** I am afraid they are & bad lot ; 
they ате а set of Jacobins, and will do no good; I 
wish I were again in my wooden shoes," The master 
&sked him why he did not leave and come back to 
his work, and he answered that, having undertaken 
to be Mayor of his arrondissement, he could not leave 
it, as he might prevent a great deal of harm. 
Witnesses innumerable proved that Clement pro- 
tected priests, nuns, and churches with extraordinary 
zeal and courage. Priests especially spoke with elo- 
quence in his favour, and said he was the type of an 
honestand honourable man, Hiscounsel, M. Gatineau, 
who had hosts more of witnesses of this class at the 
door, renounced calling them to save the time of the 
Court, urging that they would merely prove a series 
of good actions on the part of Clement. When the 
Versaillist troops entered Paris and the Commune 
was finally conquered, Clement called on his old 
master Hallu, and confided to his care a sum of 
10,600f., the balance of the funds in the Mairie. 
“This money,” he said, * belongs to the poor of 
my arrondissement. Heaven knows what will be- 
come of me, but I ean trust you will give this sacred 
deposit to the legally constituted authorities," The 
mnster said the only thing he could say against 
Clement was that his head was turned by the Socialist 
theories of Proudhon, The indictment bears very 
lightly upon Clement, and the President interrogated 
him with marked consideration. 


FRANCE, RUSSIA, AND GERMANY. 


The present military preparations of Prussia (the 
Patrie believes) are in по way directed against 
France, but are intended to inflict upon Russia & 
similar humiliation to that which France has been 
recently subjected to. Among other reasons for 
attacking Russia Prince Bismarck is credited with a 
desire to check the Socialistic movement among the 
working classes of Germany; and with that view, as 
well as for the satisfaction of a national desire to 
attain European supremacy, the Paris journalist ex- 
pects that Prussia’s preparations for assailing Russia 
will be complete within the space of a few months. 

A Paris pamphlet, on the other hand, endeavours 
to demonstrate that England is threatened with more 
complete ruin shortly than that to which France has 
been subjected by Germany. The pamphlet seeks to 
show that Prince Bismarck, in alliance with Russia, 
would obtain possession of Trieste and Antwerp, 
while Russia would occupy Hindustan. It is added 
that a treaty to that effect has been signed between 
Russia and Germany. 

Another odd bit of gossip from Paris is that, by 
the advice of the Government at St. Petersburg, the 
Porte is listening to the counsels of France, and that 


Russia, France, and Turkey will act together in the 
matter of the Roumanian railways. 


REORGANISATION OF THE FRENCH ARMY. 

The Committee on the French Army Reorganisa- 
tion Bill presented their report to the Assembly on 
Saturday. In its present shape the bill intro- 
duces military service for all ablebotied men between 
twenty and forty years of age; abolishes the system 
of substitutes, which did so much mischief to the 
army of the Emperor; deprives soldiers of their 
political rights whilst on service, and dissolves the 
National Guard.

TRAGEDY NEAR ЕАЕМНАМ, 
Ox Saturday afternoon a shocking tragedy was per- 
petrated in a sequestered portion of the Weald of 
Surrey, lying between Farnham and the Hindhead 
Hills, and known as 
THE * DEVIL'S JUMPS.” 

The situation being admirably adapted for the ob- 
servance of astronomical and atmospheric phenomena, 
Mr. Carrington, who is an astronomer, some time ago 
constructed, exactly in the centre of one of the hills 
and at a large outlay, an observatory, replete with 
electrical and other appliances, having previously 
erected a large and handsome residence at the foot of 
the hill. Recently a man named William Rodway, 
living at No. 13, Denbigh-street, Belgrave-road, 
Pimlico, commenced paying visits to the house. On 
Saturday information was received by Superin- 
tendent Newland that Mrs. Carrington had been 
stabbed, and that Rodway was dead from self- 
inflicted wounds. He immediately drove to the 
Devil's Jumps, where he ascertained that the 
prisoner had called and had some conversation with 
Mrs. Carrington, by whom he was admitted into the 
house, Mr. Carrington being from home at the time. 
Shortly afterwards loud screams were heard by the 
servants, who, on rushing into the front hall, saw 
Rodway and Mrs, Carrington struggling together and 
the floor bespattered with blood. The man at once 
left the house, and Mrs. Carrington, although badly 
wounded, managed to run for protection to a cottage 
occupied by a man named Smither, in the immediate 
vicinity. A walking-stick belonging to Rodway and 
a large spring-back clasp-knife, the blade of which is 
nearly five inches in length, were picked up on the 
spot where the affray took place. The weapon 
was covered with blood, and was perfectly new. 
Dr. R. Williams, who accompanied the su- 
perintendent of police, at once attended Mrs, 
Carrington, and applied the usual remedies, 
She had sustained three punctured wounds, one 
of which had penetrated the middle of the back 
to a considerable depth, and another the back of the 
left arm, which it completely passed through, pene- 
trating the chest between the fourth and fifth ribs. 
Mrs. Carrington was conveyed home in her carriage, 
and remains in a weak and dangerous condition. 
Rodway, on leaving the house, made his way to a 
neighbouring inn, where he was apprehended by the 
superintendent, and was removed in custody to the 
police-station at Farnham. He inflicted no less than 
seven stabs in front of his chest and on the left side, 
evidently attempting to strike the heart; but the 
weapon, being diverted by the ribs, failed to accom- 
plish that object, causing only long wounds. He 
also inflicted a severe wound in the front part of the 
right arm, and his clothes were saturated with blood. 
The outrage is stated to be the result of jealousy, 
the prisoner having paid his addresses to Mrs. 
Carrington prior to her marriage with Mr. Carrington 
two years ago. He is fifty-two years of age, and was 
formerly a private in the 4th Dragoon Guards, He 
has latterly gained his living by backing racehorses, 


EXAMINATION OF THE PRISONER, 


William Rodway was brought before the magistrate 
on Monday at Farnham Police Court, which was 
crowded by persons of both sexes anxious to obtain 
a view of the prisoner. Mr. Carrington was present 
during the hearing of the case. The prisoner, who 
appeared to bein a weak condition, was accommodated 
with a chair. He is a person of tall stature and 
genteel appearance, and was deeply affected on 
entering the court. 

Ann Langley, cook in the service of Mr. Carrington, 
said that on Saturday morning, about a quarter past 
nine o’clock, she saw the prisoner on Devil’s Jumps, 
adjoining Mr. Carrington’s house. At eleven or 
twelve o’clock the front. door bell was pulled twice ; 
but, as no one seemed to answer it, she was going, 
when she saw Mrs. Carrington moving towards the 
door. She answered the bell, and then shut a door 
leading from the kitchen, which. obstructed witness’s 
view. Going round the house,she saw a man talking 
with her mistress, and heard her refuse to give him 
something. In consequence of what the housemaid 
told her, witness went into the passage, and saw the 
prisoner and Mrs. Carrington struggling together, 
the prisoner having his arm round her and a knife in 
his hand. They were both on the floor, Mrs. Car- 
rington asked him to forgive her something she had 
done, Hereplied, 

“I will, I will, and may God bless you!" (The 
prisoner here sobbed bitterly.) 

Mrs. Carrington begged him to throw the knife 
away, and he did so, Whether he was stabbing him- 
self or Mrs. Carrington witness could not say, but she 
saw blood on the knife, They both went out of the 
door, and witnéss, being afraid, ran away. A few 
minutes afterwards shé saw the man going down the 
road and Mrs. Carrington running in front of him. 

The prisoner was the man. The light jacket stained 
with blood, and now produced, was that which Mrs. 
Carrington was wearing at the time. Mr. Lascelles, 
the magistrate, said the prisoner should have an 
opportunity of putting questions to the witness, as 
he appeared too weak and ill to do so on the present 
occasion, and the evidence would therefore = теаа 
over atafuture time, Мт, Andrews, surgeon, deposed 


to the injuries inflicted on Mrs. Carrington, and added 
that she would be unable to attend before the magis- 
trates for about a week or ten days. The prisoner, 
who sighed deeply, was remanded for a week. 


ANOTHER ENOCH ARDEN,

M. Tainé, the French “ Ruskin,” has been over in 
England lately, and has turned his visit to account 
by carefully noting the manners and customs of our 
“better halves." Seeing themselves as others see 
them, some of our fair readers may profit by the fol-

The colours are outrageously loud, and the forms un- 
graceful; the crinolines are too voluminous, or 
voluminous in the wrong places, forming, as a rule, 
a series of geometrical cones not pleasant to the eye. 
Then there are green flounces, gold jewellery, float- 
ing gauze, mounds of hair unartistically arranged, 
and on the top of all this scaffolding imperceptible 
little hats! The bat is overladen with ornament, 
the hair is glued down too firmly on the temples, the 
mantle or jacket falls in a shapeless heap over the 
monstrously swelling petticoat, and the whole attire, 
with its *plain blues and yellows, jars upon the 
eye. In broad noonday this is especially the case. 

“The day before yesterday, for instance, at Hamp- 
ton Court, among the shopkeepers’ wives the dresses 
were awfully ridicuious. The favourite colour was a 
fierce violet, with golden girdles at the waist, which 
would have sent an artist into fits.
